Proponen un impuesto a los cigarrillos 


Una serie de medidas 
presentadas por el Senador 
Alex Padilla en el Legisla- 
tivo estatal busca disuadir 
alos jóvenes californianos 
de fumar y contempla, 
entre otros, un aumento 
de impuestos a las cajeti- 
llas. “Tres de cada cuatro 
fumadores en California, 
comenzaron a fumar 
cuando eran adolescentes. 
Podemos hacer más de 
nuestra parte para cercio- 
rarnos de que esta ten- 
dencia no continúe”, dijo 
en Sacramento Padilla, 
representante demócrata 
de Los Angeles.

Autoridades de EE.UU. 
decomisan armas 


La agencia de Protección de Aduanas y Control de Fronteras de EE.UU. 
incautó diez armas y miles de balas. Foto EFE 


Las autoridades de EE.UU. decomisaron cerca de la frontera de 
México tres partidas de armas, en una nueva acción contra el tráfico 
ilegal de bienes desde el país vecino, informó el Departamento de Se- 
guridad Nacional. Las operaciones, ocurridas durante la última semana 
en Arizona y Texas “realzan el énfasis en la localización e intercep- 
tación de armamento y munición ilegales cerca de la frontera”, señaló 
en un comunicado el departamento. Según el informe, los agentes de 
la Oficina de Aduanas y Protección de Fronteras (CBP por su sigla en 
inglés), incautaron 10 armas y miles de balas dentro de una camioneta 
que se dirigía hacia el sur en el sudoeste de Arizona el sábado pasado. 
Otros agentes de la CBP encontraron cañones de rifles, accesorios de 
armas de fuego y pólvora en un camión con remolque que iba a cruzar 
la frontera hacia México en Texas. 

En Arizona, las autoridades encontraron cinco rifles SKS, dos rifles 
AK-47, dos pistolas semiautomáticas de calibre 9 milímetros, y un rifle 
CVA calibre 50, junto con miles de balas ocultas en un refrigerador. En 
Pharr, Texas, las autoridades detuvieron un camión con remolque, con 
placas de registro en México, en el Puente Internacional Pharr-Reynosa, 
y descubrieron 19 botellas con pólvora, 9,000 detonadores de pistola, 
1,100 recargas para bala y dos cañones de rifles. “Las incautaciones 
representan una respuesta activa de EE.UU. para combatir el contra- 
bando de armas de fuego hacia México, donde un incremento reciente 
de la violencia se ha nutrido, en gran medida, del tráfico de armas y 
munición desde EE.UU.” concluyó el comunicado. EFE

El número de “springbreakers”, 
1 estudiantes universitarios estadouni- 
denses en vacaciones de primavera, 
que acuden a balnearios costeros de 
México, como Acapulco o Cancún, 
ha bajado este año por la crisis 
económica pero no por la violencia, 
indicaron asociaciones hoteleras. 
Según el presidente de la Asociación 
de Hoteles y Empresas Turísticas de 
Acapulco (AHETA), José Salgado, 
la cantidad de “springbreakers” que 
han acudido en las últimas semanas 
a esa ciudad del Pacífico, en el 
suroeste del país, ha descendido el 
30%. Salgado explicó que esto se 
debe principalmente a que el 95% 
de los estudiantes que llegan son de 
EE.UU. (el resto son canadienses), 
uno de los países más afectados 
por la actual coyuntura económica.

Estudiantes, comerciantes, 
profesores, empresarios, econo- 
mistas, ingenieros especializados, 
ricos o pobres, casi todos han sido 
afectados por la crisis económica. 
Sin embargo, de acuerdo a un re- 
ciente estudio del Centro Hispano 
Pew, el problema ha afectado de 
una manera desproporcionada 
a los hispanos, que conforman 
un 14% de la fuerza laboral en 
este país. 

Ante el pesimismo genera- 
lizado que hoy en día han demos- 
trado muchas personas, todos 
independientemente de los in- 
gresos, podemos hacer algo para 
enfrentar el entorno actual de la 
economía.

With the costs of a college education 
continually on the rise, more students 
than ever before are looking for part-time 
jobs that can help them earn some money.

The longer a student waits to 
schedule classes, the less likely he or she 
is to get a class schedule that’s amenable 
to working. 

- Take it easy at first. For college 
freshmen who didn't work during the 
school year when they were in high school, 
adapting to classes and working can be 
tough.

Investigadores de todo el mun- 
do se retinen en San Diego para in- 
tercambiar los avances de sus inves- 
tigaciones cientificas que este afio se 
centran en el desarrollo de músculos 
artificiales y sus aplicaciones en 
diversos campos. El simposio de la 
sociedad internacional de Ingenie- 
ros de Instrumentos Foto-Opticos 
(SPIE) y el Laboratorio de Propul- 
sión de la NASA (JPL), mostró lo 
último en el desarrollo de músculos 
artificiales, entre otras novedades de 
la ingeniería. “La comunidad que 
tiene interés en el desarrollo de los 
músculos artificiales está pendiente 
de nuestros estudios, porque lo que 
podemos hacer con esos materiales 
en los campos médicos y en otras 
aplicaciones pueden contribuir a 
cambiar nuestras vidas”, dijo Yo- 
seph Bar-Cohen, científico de la 
sección de ingeniería mecánica de 
JPL-NASA.

Calius forma parte de un equipo de 
cinco ingenieros de un laboratorio 
de biomimética con base en Nueva 
Zelanda, quienes han inventado un 
prototipo de motor eléctrico creado 
totalmente de plástico, que es li- 
viano y silencioso.

El Centro de Supercomputación Avanzada de la NASA “NASA Advanced Supercomputing (NAS) Facility”, Edificio N258, en NASA Ames (diseñado y construido en 1986) proporciona un recurso 
para guiar al pais a desarrollar y producir servicios y tecnologías integradas, revolucionarias y sofisticadas El Centro de Supercomputación Avanzada de la NASA “NASA Advanced Super- 
computing (NAS)" ha sido y continúa siendo un recurso importante para el desarrollo de proyectos actuales y futuros de simulación de lanzamientos del transbordador espacial, proyectando el 
impacto de la actividad humana en los patrones de clima, y ayudando en el diseño de vehículos y aeronaves para la exploración del espacio. Desde su construcción inicial, las misiones del centro 
NAS” se han expandido para poder realizar simulaciones de alta ejecución en tiempo real de capacidad de computación El centro “NAS” opera sin interrupción todo el año para proporcionar 
a los investigadores y científicos de la NASA, capacidad de computación de alta velocidad y lo último en tecnología.

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Sneak some health into Kids’ foods 


Does your child run and hide 
at the sight of vegetables? Are sug- 
ary snacks a replacement for fresh 
fruit? Many parents wrestle with a 
child who comes up with his own 
idea of the perfect food pyramid 
- one where four to six servings of 
chicken fingers and mac and cheese 
are supposed to be enjoyed daily. 
Getting your son or daughter to eat 
what you believe is a balanced and 
healthy meal can be quite a chal- 
lenge. But don’t yet wave the white 
flag of surrender. By incorporating 
healthy ingredients into foods they 
love, you can “fool” kids into eating 
some of the most nutritious foods 
available. Sure it’s a sneaky ma- 
neuver, but a parent has to do what 
a parent has to do.

sauces, you can boost the nutritional 
value of many different foods - even 
sweets. Enhance brownies with a 
puree of apples, blueberries and 
spinach. Make a batch of muffins 
or waffles with some hidden sweet 
potatoes or carrots. Bake a zuc- 
chini bread or pie. Add a touch of 
fruit and vegetables into sauces or 
soups where their raw flavor may 
be masked. 

Another idea is to experiment 
with food texture. A child may shy 
away from a raw carrot because of 
it’s crunchy texture.

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carrot is cooked, and drizzled with 
a bit of maple syrup, for example, 
it may take on an entirely different 
appeal.

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Classic Cranberry Sauce 


Cranberry sauce is one of the 
familiar condiments you will find 
gracing the Thanksgiving table. 
This tart treat is enjoyed more on 
this one day than during the entire 
year. Cranberries are one of only 
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three commercially grown fruits 
native to North America. 

Cranberries are a unique fruit 
and require very specific condi- 
tions in order to produce. The fruit 
grows on low-lying vines in bogs 
layered with sand, gravel, peat, 
and clay. Cranberries are a wetland 
fruit, and water plays an integral 
role in the growth and cultivation 
of cranberries. Water is often 
flooded over cranberry plants to 
protect them from frost and dam- 
age during the winter season. 

Harvesting of cranberries 
takes place in the autumn during 
a period from mid-September to 
early November. Harvesting can 
be done either as a dry harvest or 
a wet harvest. During dry harvest, 
a walk-behind machine rakes the 
ground to collect the cranberries. 
Cranberries turn into many differ- 
ent food and beverage products. 
However, Thanksgiving cranberry 
sauce is one of the most popular. 
This year skip the canned cran- 
berry jelly and go for fresh sauce. 
It's very easy to make. 

Classic Cranberry Sauce 

Ingredient: | cup water, | 
cup sugar and 4 cups fresh cran- 
berries. 

Preparation: 

- Wash off the cranberries 
and look for any that may be past 
their prime and discard. Bring 
the water and sugar to a boil in a 
saucepan. Stir to dissolve the sugar 
completely. Add the cranberries 
and allow the water to return to 
a boil. 

- Reduce the heat and al- 
low the mixture to cook until the 
cranberries burst. Stir until the 
mixture resembles a thick sauce 
with chunks of fruit. Allow to 
cool, then place in the refrigerator. 
The sauce will thicken as it cools 
further.
